IN SENATE. 

Monday, January 11, 1847. 

T ie Senate was opened with prayer by Rev. Jos. 
A. Watf.kman. of the Methodist < 'hurch. 

Tiie SPE.MvF^R laid before the Senate, the report 
of the l»uisvilie Turnpike R »ad (’ompany. 

I’etitions were prew'nted by the fidlov.ing Sena- 
tors. viz: Messrs*. IJranilette and Crenshaw, which 
were appropriately relerred. 

Mr. II.\RDIN presented the annual report of the 
Trustees of the Institution Usr the Deaf and Dumb, 
which uas ordered to be printed. 

Mr. H.VRDIN. from the csuniuittee on Judiciary, 
reported a bill from the II. R.. to iucsirporate the 
Siiarpsburg male and temale Academy; p.issed. 

■\lso — a bill from H. R.. to incorporate the town 
of Lower Cloverport, in Breckinridge county; passed. 

Also — 1 bill from H. R.. to abolish the benefit 
of clergy in crimiiial ca.ses in this commonwealth; 
jsassed. 

Alsi» — a bill from 11. R.. for the benefit of the 
est„ie of John D. Locke, a lunatic; pas.sed. 

AI.so — A bill from IL R., to incorporate the Old 
School I’rosHyterian Cliurchiu Newport; passed. 

Also— a bill for the benetit of the infant heirs of 
William Mctiintrich, deceased; authorizing the sale 
of c-rtain property, under decree of Washington 
circuit court; passed. 

Al.so — a bill for the benefit of M. R. Cox; passed. 

.\ls:>— i bill authorizing Henry S. Mitchell to lay 
ofl’ a town in Allen county, to be called Hutlersville; 
passicd. 

Also — a bill divorcing ('atharine W. Ilutchin.son 
from her husb.ind Darker N. Hutchinson. 

Tiie committee <*n Religion a few days since re- 
ported a resolution against the petitioner, and the 
petition was reicrred to the committee on Judiciary, 
with the vi«*w of inquiring into the question, a.s to 
whethiT the (‘arnings of the petitioner would he pro- 
tected and secured to h**rself under the act of last 
session “lo protect tiie rights of married women." 
The majority of the eommittee being of opinion 
that this would not come within the provisions of the 
act. reported this bill. 

.Mr. PATTERSON advocated the passage of the 
bill, from the peculiar circumstances of the ease, 
hut e.vpressed himself opposed to indi.scriminate le- 
gi.'ldtion on t!ii.s suhjeet. 

Mr. HENDERSON viewed the marriage relation 
as founded upon a civil contract, with which the I,e- 
gislaturc should not. and could not properly inter- 
lere. It was a matter solely belonging to the Judi- 
ciary, and there he desired it to remain. He con- 
cluded by cailing lor the yeas and nays. The bill 
was jiassed by a vote of 21 to 14. 

M*. H.\RDI.N from same committee reported a 
re.soiution against the petition of John Jee*s heirs, 
which was concurred in.

Silvers; concurred in.

.Mr. W.VLK’ER from committee of P.-opositions ! 
and (Grievances, reported a bill to amend the charter I 
of the Lexington and Winchester Turnpike com- 
pany; passed. 

By the provisions of the above act (which has 
pass 'd h.)th Hou.ses,) the board of directors hereaf- 
ter IS to consist of a President and tliree Directors 
only. 

Mr. HOVD from the committee on Religion, re- 
ported a bill to divorce Letitia .\nn Casey and re- 
store her maiden name. 

Tae committee on Religion had previously report- 
ed a res4.dutioii against the petitioner, and it had 
b *en recommitted, with instruction to report a bill. 
The merits of the biil were di.scu.ssed by Me.ssrs. 
Butler and Peyton; the former objecting to the con- 
sideration ol any cases of Ibis kind, which are by a 
rule of the Senate excluded, and left for adjudication 
to the court.' of justice; and the latter, urging the 
passage of tlie hill, on the ground that t!ie change 
of iunne provided for in the hill, and which consti- 
tuteJ the main inducement in the application of the 
petitioner, could not he obtained in any other way, 
than by the action of the Legislature.

The Washington correspondent of the Louisville 
Demo<'rat, who signs himself Kentucky, says in his 
letter of the 2d of January, ‘*I cannot believe any 
man politically honest, who, having any pretensions 
to common sense, w ill oppose the tax on tea and 
coffee.*’ 

On the very day this letter was written, Mr. 
Wentworth, a Ijocofoco leader, rose in his place in 
the House of Representatives and offered the follow- 
ing resolution: 

‘•Hrxo’fW, That it is inexpedient to levy any tax on 
Tea and ('offee.” 

Only furty-eight members of the House voted 
against the resolution. 

President Poik avows his inability to prosecute 
the war without more money; the Secretary of the 
Treasury says he has no money, and declares 
most emphatically, that it is wholly imp<.ssible to 
borrow inonev without the aid ot the tax on Tea 
and ('offee; yet a Ljco'.oco House of Representa- 
tives refuse the tax! 

The corrcpomlent of the Hemocrat, in the same 
letter, says: “If the tax on tea and coffee is not im- 
posed, the burden of responsibility re.sts upon the 
democratic party.” The tax on Tea and Coffee is 
not imposed, and we trust that we shall hear no 
more complain’s from the Democrat, of the unwil- 
lingness of the Wliigs to aid the President in the 
prosecution of the war. 

We will not quarrel with the correspondent of 
the Democrat, about the “poliliral hxjJV’f ty" of his 
friends in Congress. We take it for granted that 
he knows them l>etter than we do. So far howev- 
er, as we are acquainted with them, we arc inclined 
to think their "pretensions'^ ‘*to common sense,” and

Couhl any man believe, he (Mr. J.) asked, 
that James K. Polk, who had in:tinl;iined a pure 
character in a political liie of more tli; n Jiirty years, 
could now deliberately, in the character of President 
of the United Slates, labor to make the people believe 
a lie! H’Ay /'i' imputotinn — if it teas not irreverent 
In mak’ th* rnmpirison — teas sonu'ichat akin to that 
trhirh th: infidel cast upon the Saviour of the world, 
tch'n If ri‘prts~nt‘d him as presenting in his life and 
conversation a sfuttUss eje- mplar of purity and holiness, 
amt yet as being guilty front his cradle to his grave of 
the greatest im;xjsture ever att mpUd! Mr, Polk stood 
sans peur ami sans reproche.” 

For tlw Fraiikf.irt Coininon wealth, 
tiaarrnor Ow»lry, :»iid the Coniinou iSrfaool Syniein. 

Our good old Governor has acquitted hiinselt most 
nobly on tliis subject. Just when most of the 
friends of the system had almost despaired; and 
when the cause was in its darkest hours, then has 
he come holdlv forth, and has spoken most truthfullv, 
eloquently and efficiently. His soul is in the mat- 
ter; and if something useful is not done, it will not 
be the fault of his Excellency, nor of the mass of 
the people. 

Now is the time for the friends of the cause to 
take courage, speak out. and press their sentiments 
and feelings on the attention of the lA?gislature. 

The following outline of a common School Law 
is presented, as the result of several years close at- 
tention to the subject, and long experience, as pa- 
tron, trustee and commissioner, under the present 
law, almost ever since its adoption. 

l.-^t. A tax of about two cents on the Si 00 00, 
should be levied bv the Legislature, and collected 
exactly as other taxes are; and the proceeds of this 
tax should be held by the Sheriff, subject to the or- 
ders of the School Commissioners of each countv. 
Tiiis is the ''sine qua non;" and is the only thing 
which is indespensable to put the system into ac- 
tion. It is hoped that this community will never 
again be excited into ten thou.sand petty neighbor- 
hood quarrels, about levying a tax on themselves, for 
support of Common Schools; for such a mode of rais- 
ing revenue for this purpose is just as impolitic and 
as improper as it would be for purposes of Internal 
Improvement, or even for the current expenses of 
the State. lx*t the tax for these purposes be levied 
and collected in the same mode, and all w ill be paid 
by the people with cheerful approbation. 

2nd. Let the Superintendant of Public Instruc- 
tion, and the Hoard of Education be composed of 
thi>se persons only, who take a cordial interest in 
the matter; and let them derive tlieir political ex- 
istence from th’Lsc pers »ns als.j, whose feelings and 
interests are directly involved. Then we may rely 
that these officers will take sacr<*d care of any Edu- 
cation Fund which may come into their hands; and 
they will be indepeniant enough to sUnd up boldly, 
and resist any improper appropriation of, or en- 
croachment upon it. F'or the purpose of nomina- 
ting them, and for the general advancement of the 
cause, let a convention annually assemble in FTank- 
fort, consisting of one or more “qualified” teachers 
from each county, and as many commissioners and 
trustees as may rind it agret*able to come; and let 
the persons nomimned by them he commissioned by 
the Governor; and let them be held responsible by 
impeachment before the L»'gislature. Here lies the 
reason why the late School fund has been lost, and 
why no public officer has felt it his duty, or has had 
the independance or boldness, to raise his voice, and 
demand its restoration. These offic.ers w ill have 
high and respimsible trusts, and should have salaries 
in proportion to the labour required of them. 

Htd. The (UiUl's ol the Commissioners, Trustees, 



&.C., may be much the same as at present; and to 
encourage them to fulfil the duties of their offices let 
them be exempt from road and jury service, or even 
' allow tliem some discount on the School tax which 
j thev may have to pay — and to encourage them to go 
j to the Annual Convention, let them pass free of toll 

■ on the roads of the Commonwealth, and let the 
j teachers draw their usual pay for one week during 
; their attendance on the Convention. This Conven- 
; tion would infuse a spirit and interest, which would 
i be felt in all the details of the system, and would 
' grratlv tend to produce uniformity of text books, 
j and mode of instruction, and discipline in all the 
I schools. 

j Other sugge.stions might he given, but enough for 
! the present. With the above features in it, any 
School law can be worked, and the old one would 
; have succeeded, but for tlie want of them; and 
j certainly no Liw can pro.sper without them. 

But we are not disposed to censure any one for 
I the pa.st, as no wrong has been intentionally coin- 
I rnitted. For the future, let us all unite in vigorous 
and harmoniou.s efforts, to wipe the deep disgrace of 
wide pervading ignorance from our State; and never 
rest until she shall hold the same high character for 
general intelligence, which her sons now have for 
patriotism and bravery. R. W. S.
